Reasons for allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention is drawn to an amplifier circuit utilizing first - second input 
terminals, first - second output terminals, first - second complementary metal-oxide- 
semiconductor inverters, first - second bias circuits (or means for regulating a first DC 
bias voltage, means for regulating a second DC bias voltage, or first - second 
operational amplifiers) recited in claims 1-25. None of the prior art disclosed or 
suggested to show the particular structure and/or the particular operation recited in 
these claims namely: "the first bias circuit for applying linear biasing to the first 
CMOS inverter, the first bias circuit being coupled between an output of the first 
CMOS inverter and the input of the first CMOS inverter" and "the second bias 
circuit for applying linear biasing to the second CMOS inverter, the second bias 
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circuit being coupled between an output of the second CMOS inverter and the 
input of the second CMOS inverter" in combination with "the first complementary 
metal-oxide-semiconductor CMOS inverter" and "the second complementary 
metal-oxide-semiconductor CMOS inverter" as recited in claim 1; "applying linear 
biasing to the first CMOS inverter and the second CMOS inverter" in combination 
with "supplying a first alternating current (AC) signal to the input of the first CMOS 
inverter and a second AC signal to the input of the second CMOS inverter to 
generate an amplified differential signal" as recited in claim 10; "means for 
regulating a first DC bias voltage at an input of the first CMOS inverter to force a 
DC offset voltage at an output of the first CMOS inverter to a reference voltage 
between an upper supply voltage and a lower supply voltage" in combination with 
"means for regulating a second DC bias voltage at an input of the second CMOS 
inverter to force a DC offset voltage at an output of the second CMOS inverter to 
the reference voltage" as recited in claim 17; "the first operational amplifier ... 
coupled to an input of the first CMOS inverter" in combination with "the second op- 
amp ... coupled to an input of the second CMOS inverter" as recited in claim 22. 

The prior art references submitted by the applicant on IDS form received on 
5/7/04 was reviewed and considered. These references appear to be the best 
references with respect to the claimed invention and closely matched most of the 
references found during the examiner's searches. However, as noted above, the 
limitation "the first - second bias circuits" (claim 1 ); the combination of all the method 
steps (claim 10), "means for regulating a first DC bias voltage" and "means for 
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regulating a second DC bias voltage" (claim 17); "the first op-amp" and "the second op- 
amp" (claim 22) are not disclosed. Therefore, the claims are patentably distinct over all 
these prior art references of record.
